Mr. Pearman, lately of the English Opera House, made bis first 
appearance here as Henry Bertram. 'This gentleman had obtained 
considerable distinction in his numerous musical parts at that house. 
With very distinguished taste he combines great sweetness of tone, 
and adequate power in many of his notes—his falsetto if not vigorous 
is peculiarly melodious—some of his turns are beautiful, and the 
whole effect of his singing is highly pleasing. His acting is better 
than that of many vocal performers, for he is always attentive to ¢he 
business of the scene, and not abstracted by the idea that he is re- 
garded tore for his voice than the character he fills, In Henry 
Bertram he made a highly favorable impression last night. The man- 
ner in which he gave the air sung without, was prepitious to a dis- 
tinguished entré. In.“ I'll love thee night and day love,’ he exhibited 
great delicacy of expression, and pleased se highly as to be unani- 
mously encored. The introduced melody of “ Wrecethe the bol,” 
was well sung—In “ Scots wha’ hae wi’ Wallace bled,’ Mr.*Pearman 
met applause, it wasencored. Mr. Brana has made this song so 
exclusively his own, that it is hazardous for any one to attempt 
iton the Stage. 

Mr. Evans acted Dandie Dinmont. He makes a very natural 
countryman—perhaps, foo natural to produce all the effect desired. 
If he had given more comic breadth to the part of the drunken 
farmer, there is little doubt that the approbation he reecived would 
have been considerably encreased. A little stronger marking of that 
superstitious alarm which Dandie {feels at the sight of Meg Merrilies, 
would have heightened the general efiect greatly. Mr. Evans we are 
convinced possesses the materiel for a superior performer in his»line. 

Mr. W. Farren’s Dominie Sampson was peculiarly quaint. 

Miss M. Treg was the Lucy Bertram, and very interesting one 
she made. She sang the ballad of “ Oh rest thee babe,” very. pleas- 
ingly, and was most warmly encored. Miss Love exccuted the part 
of Miss Mannering very satisfactorily. 


Mrs. Faucit’s Meg Merilies is well known for its impressive wild- 
nees. 
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The other parts were well filled ;—and, altogether, the piece went 
off with considerable satisfaction to the audience. 

Miss Lacey, who this evening makes her debut here in the difficult 
character of Belvidera, we hear is a grand-daughter of Mr. Lacy, 
formerly Patentee of Drury Lane Theatre. She met with great dis- 
tinction on the Dublin Stage.
